HIRTHS. 

A rcfcruiicc  to  Table  II.  .shows  that  there  is  only  a slight  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  births  notified  in  1923,  as  compared  with 
the  pre\'ious  year,  the  figures  being  2,933  for  1923,  and  2,950  in 
1922. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  whole  County  is  18. S per  1,000,'  as 
conpiared  with  19.3  in  the  preceding  year.  The  birth-rate  5or 
England  and  AA’ales  was  19.7. 

The  natural  increase  in  the  population,  or  excess  of  bii'ths 
ov’er  deaths  was  1,035.

DEATHS. 

The  deaths  at  all  ages  and  from  all  causes  numbered  1918, 
l)eing  163  fewer  than  in  1022.  The  death-rate  calculated  per 
1,0(10  of  the  po])ulation  was  12.2,  as  conpiared  with  13.6  in  1922, 
and  11.6  for  England  and  \^’ales. 

Table  Rw  gives  details  of  the  causes  of  deaths,  and  in  Table 
I.  will  be  found  the  number  of  deaths  and  the  death-rate  per 
1,000  in  each  of  the  Sanitary  Districts  of  the  County  for  1923. 

The  folowing  Table  shows  the  death-rate  in  each  of  the  Sani- 
tary Districts  during  the  years  1913  to  1923,  as  compared  with 
the  General  County  Rate,  and  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in 
each  year : —

I XFA NT  MORTATn'Y. 


'rile  rate  of  Infant  Mortality  is  expressed  as  the  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  year  of  a^e  per  i,ooo  liirths  registered.  Dur- 
ing the  year  1923  there  were  213  such  deaths,  which  is  equivalent 
to  a mortality  rate  of  72.1  jier  1,000  births.  This  is  the  lowest 
rate  yet  recorded  in  the  County. 

Taking  the  ten  years  1914  to  1923,  the  average  infant  morta- 
lity rate  was  93.1;  from  1902  to  1911,  the  average  rale  was  127.8 
per  1,000.  The  above  averages  clearly  show  the  success  of  the 
efforts  made  to  safeguard  infant  life. 

Notwithstanding  this  gratifying  fall  in  the  infant  mortality 
r.'ite,  there  yet  remains  nnrch  that  can  Ire  done.  The  extension 
mid  comsolidation  of  this  work  w ill,  I trust,  be  undertaken  in  each 
succeeding  year.  The  most  urgent  needs  of  the  County  at  the 
present  moment  are  an  imjrroved  midwiferv  service,  the  provision 
of  a Maternity  Hospital,  and  hospital  accommodation  for  infants.

The  fallowing  l'al)le  \'I.  furnishes  i)arj.iculars  of  the  infant 
mortality  in  the  Count_\'  for  the  last  ten  years,  the  causes  of  death 
being  grouped  under  the  general  headings.  It  will  be  noted  from 
the  Table  that  the  average  number  of  deaths  from  the  infectious 
group  of  diseases  during  the  last  ten  years  was  i8,  the  year  1923 
accounting  for  12  deaths. 

Most  of  the  diseases  in  this  group  are  attril)utable  to  measles 
and  whooping  cougn,  each  of  which,  when  prevalent,  exacting  a 
heavy  toll  of  infant  lives.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  impress  upen 
parents  the  dangerous  character  of  these  two  diseases.  While 
their  contiol  is  well  nigh  impo.s.siblc,  the  mortality  therefrom 
could  undoubtedl.\'  be  reduced  by  the  provision  of  hospital  accom- 
modation for  the  treatment  of  cases  with  complications. 

The  Tubercular  group  of  diseases  accounted  for  two  deaths, 
the  average  for  the  ten  years  being  5.  These  diseases  must  be 
regarded  as  preventable. 

The  respiratory  group  of  diseases  accounted  for  48  deaths,  as 
compared  with  50  in  the  preceding  year,  the  average  miinber  of 
deaths  for  the  last  ten  yearswos  was  61. 

The  diarrhoeal  group  ofdiscases  accounted  for  16  deaths,  the 
average  for  the  ten  years  being  22.  Almost  all  diseases  under 
this  heading  occurred  in  the  artificially  fed.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  total  nuiiiber  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  iu  1923  was 
iib,  being  6 more  than  in  1922.  This  gives  a mortalit}’  rate  per 
1,000  of  the  population  of  .6,  as  compared  with  .7  in  1922.

The  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  is  carried  out  by  the  King 
Edward  \TI.  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association.  A Tuber- 
culosis Ph5’sician  and  one  Assistant  serve  the  Counties  of  Den- 
bigh and  Flint.  The  Central  Tubcrcido.sis  Institute  is  at  Wrex- 
ham, and  visiting  stations  are  located  at  Denbigh,  Colwyn  Bay 
and  Llanrwst. 


The  Tuberculosis  Physician,  or  his  Assistant,  attends  these 
visiting  stations  at  different  times  and  stated  days.  vSelectecl 
cases  are  sent  for  sanatorium,  hospital  or  other  institutional 
treatment.  The  following  Tables  contain  a summary  of  the  work 
perfonned  by  the  ^Memorial  Association  during  the  year  : —

It  will  be  noted  that  15,263  visits  were  paid  by  the  Health 
Visitors  to  infants  nnder  one  \-ear  of  a^?e;  1,246  visits  to  expect- 
iwit  mothers;  and  S97  visits  toLhildren  i — 5 years,  making^  a total 
of  17,406  honite  \-isits  jjaid.  In  many  cases  fre(]uent  re-visits 
were  made,  some  infants  receivin^j  weekly  re-visits,  while  in  ex- 
ceptional cases  the  Nurses  paid  daily  visits. 

Ante-natal  visiting  of  expectant  mothers  is  not  as  satisfac- 
tory as  one  conld  wish,  but  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  much 
of  this  visiting  is  undertaken  voluntarily  by  the  specially  trained 
midwives  who  fill  an  important  role  in  Maternity  and  Child  Wl- 
fare  Schemes. 

It  is  necessary  to  keep  children  i — 5 years  nnder  constant 
supervision,  and  sncli  children  a.re  periodically  re-visited.  This, 
however,  can  be  efficiently  carried  out  without  an  increase  in  the 
Nursing  Staff. 

In  the  industrial  ])ortion  of  the  County,  health  \'isiting  is 
vmdertaken  b\'  the  whole-time  County  Nurses,  who  also  rende^ 
service  under  the  vSehool  IMcdical  .Scheme.  The  mothers  greatly 
appreciate  their  efforts  on  behalf  of  their  children. 

In  the  Western,  or  more  rural  portion  of  the  County,  local 
Nurses  undertake  health  visiting.  As  they  have  not  been  speci- 
ally trained  the  quality  of  their  service  cannot  be  compared  with 
fhe  whole-time  Health  Visitors,  l)ut  they  are  doing  useful  work.

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'J'hc  al)ovc  Table  furnishes  particulars  of  the  INIaternity  and 
Cliild  Welfare  Centres  established  in  the  County.  The  attend- 
^ince  ,e:c:iera]l\-  continues  very  satisfactory.  The  attendance  at 
Clan  Conway,  however,  diminished  to  a veiw  low  figure,  and  the 
Centre  was  discontinued  after  Thursday,  the  14th  June,  1923. 

There  is  no  doubt  whatsoever  about  the  growing  popularity 
of  the  Centres,  proof  of  which  is  clearl}'  shown  in  the  fact  that 
the  Rhos  and  Cefn  Centres  arc  now  held  weekly  instead  of  fort- 
nightly. 

But  for  the  great  difficulty  in  securing  suitable  premises, 
•other  Centres  would  be  established  to  meet  the  demands  that  are 
made  from  time  to  time. 

Voluntary  Committees  of  ladies  are  attached  to  some  of  the 
Centres,  and  they  render  service  which  is  appreciated  both  bv  the 
County  and  the  mothers. 

Excellent  as  is  the  work  carried  out  at  the  Centres,  it  must 
remain  incomplete  until  there  exists  some  hospital  provision  for 
the  mope  difficult  cases,  where;  for  a variety  of  reasons,  the 
mother  is  incapable  of  carrying  out  the  advice  given.

Five  prosecutions  wore  instituted  against  dairymen  for  sel- 
lin.g  diluted  and  adulterated  milk. 

One  offender  was  convicted,  three  cases  were  dismissed,  and 
one  case  ad,iourned  under  Section  22,  Sale  of  Food  and  Dru.gs  Act, 
1875,  for  the  third  sample  to  be  analysed  by  the  Oovcniment 
Chemist. 

Eight  dairymen  were  cautioned  for  selling  milk  below  the 
standards.  The  samples  for  the  year  yielded  an  avera.ge  of  3.44 
per  cent,  of  fat,  and  8.92  per  cent,  of  non-fatty  solids,  compared

Of  tliu  1 13  samples  of  milk  suhmiUed  to  the  Public  Analyst 
for  analysis,  37  (one  in  e\'ery  three)  were  certified  to  be  below  the 
standard,  the  (piarterly  \-ariation  beini>'  : — INIarch,  27.3  per  cent.; 
June,  52  ]X“r  cent.;  vSeptember,  35.3  jicr  cent.;  and  December,  16 
per  cent.  As  the  standard  is  much  lower  than  averaf^e  milk  the.se 
fs:nres  reveal  a \ ery  unsatisfactory  state. 

.Seventeen  “ a])]X‘als  to  the  cows  ” were  made  in  connection 
with  sami)les  presumed  to  be  adulterated,  and  in  seven  instances 
the  cows  save  milk  below  the  standard,  one  being  21  per  cent, 
below  in  fat. 

One  sample  of  milk  was  33.3  per  cent,  below  the  standard  for 
fat.  A series  of  samj^les  obtained  from  the  suppliers  exonerated 
the  vendor,  but,  as  the  supply  was  mi.xed,  I was  unable  to  follow 
up  the  ]>rcsumed  adulteration  to  its  source. 

Another  sample  bought  from  a retailer  was  7.3  per  cent,  below 
the  standard  for  non-fatty  solids.-  A sample  was  immediately 
procured  from  the  farmer-supplier,  and  found  to  be  15.8  per  cent, 
below  the  standard.  An  appeal  to  the  cows  exonerated  l)Ot]i  the 
farmer  and  the  retailer. 

In  another  instance  the  sample  was  12  per  cent,  below  the 
standard  for  fat.  Two  “ appeals  to  the  cows  ” gave  milk  33  and 
29  per  cent,  respectively  higher  in  fat.  Proceedings  were  insti- 
tuted, but  the  information  was  dismissed  on  the  ground  that  the 
milk  was  sold  as  it  came  from  the  cows,  notwithstanding  the 
three  Certificates  of  the  Public  Analyst. 

Four  other  jirocecdings  were  instituted  as  detailed  below. 

The  most  serious  deficiencies  in  milk  fat  were  33-3,  ei,  1S.3, 
14.3,  T2.3,  12,  II,  10.7,  10.3,  and  9.7  ])er  cent.;  and  the  worst 
instances  of  presumed  additions  of  water  were  20.2,  19.1,  15.8, 
II. 9,  9.2,  and  7.4  per  cent. 

Five  of  the  milk  samples  contained  sediment,  partly  cow 
dung,  to  the  extent  of  izj,  12.4,  6.5,  ^.8,  and  4.6  grains  respec- 
tively jier  gallon.  Proceedings  were  instituted  in  each  case,  as 
detailed  below. 

One  sample  of  Cream.  Ir.'.elled  “ Preserved  Cream,”  was  free 
from  ]ircservati\-es,  and  three  other  samples,  not  labelled^  and 
sold  as  fresh  cream,  contained  small  quantities  of  prc.servative.
